Holocaust Used as Example 


Precautions Can Avert Tragedy by Fire

In a m atter of minutes, 
fire can destroy a home and 
cherished 
possessions 
ac­ 
cumulated over many years. 
Thousands of Americans 
become fire loss statistics 
each year, but the Plano 
Fire Department is trying to 
prevent a local family from 
becoming a part of this 
record by publicizing safety 
habits 
during 
Fire 
Prevention Week. 
The anniversary of the 
“Great Chicago Fire’’ has 
been chosen as an annual 
reminder of the devastation 
of fire, according to Fire 
Marshal Bill Threet. That 
fire on Oct. 9, 1871, killed 250 
people and destroyed 17,430 
buildings 
valued 
at 
a 
staggering $168 million. 
Home fire losses alone now 
exceed $874 million each 
year, and statistics show 
that the average family will 
experience one fire every 
generation serious enough to 
have the fire department 
respond. More than one 
million fires, about 700,000 of 
them 
hom e 
fires, 
are 
reported each year, Threet 
said, adding that half of all 
fire deaths and a third of all 
property losses occur 
in 
home fires. 
Fire officials believe that a 
significant 
factor 
con­ 
tributing to the cause and 
spread of fire is human 
failure-failure to recognize 
the 
hazards 
and 
take 
a d e q u a te 
p r e v e n tiv e 
m easures, failure 
to act 
intelligently at the outbreak 
of the fire and failure to take 
action which would limit 
damage. 
Threet pointed out that 
firefighting efforts in Plano 
have been hampered in the 
past 
by 
inadequate 
or

misleading reports about the 
fire. Many people panic 
when a fire breaks out and 
call the operator to give the 
address of the fire but fail to 
say the address is in Plano, 
he said. The Dallas depart­ 
ment is then sent out to the 
address in that city and the 
Plano departm ent is not 
notified. 
Learn the Number 
“ A resident will get a 
quicker response if the 
d ep a rtm e n t’s em ergency 
telephone number is used to 
report a 
fire,” he said. 
“Know the number (424- 
4523) or have it written down 
by your telephone. Tell the 
dispatcher the nature of the 
fire and its exact location 
and rem ember to tell the 
dispatcher your name and 
telephone number. 
“ If you cannot remember 
the emergency number and 
do not have it written down 
near your telephone, ring the 
operator and advise him that 
you are in Plano and give 
him the sam e information- 
your name 
your address 
(remind him it’s in Plano), 
your telephone number, the 
nature of the fire and its 
location.” 
More than half the nation’s 
fires are caused by the 
careless actions of people, 
Threet said. The rest have 
environmental causes, such 
as 
hazardous 
products, 
defects in the home and 
lig h tn in g . 
H o w e v e r, 
prudence in daily living can 
minimize the chance of fire 
and make the difference 
between life and death if fire 
strikes. 
The minimal precautions 
in the hom e are w ell­ 
established, if seldom ob­ 
served, he said.

Crime in suburban cities 
rose 21 percent during the 
first six months of 1974, 
according to an FBI report 
released this month, but all 
crimes other than murder 
declined in Plano during 
September. The city’s first 
murder of the year was 
reported last month and was 
cleared shortly after its 
discovery. 
The departm ent’s monthly 
report to the FBI noted that 
62 thefts, eight of them 
subsequently cleared by 
officers, and 15 burglaries, 
five cleared by arrests, were 
also reported to authorities.

Although construction of 
single family residences 
declined 24.6 percent during 
the past month, construction 
is still up 24.5 percent over 
last year.

FAO Secretary General 
Addeke H. Boerma called on 
the globe’s rich nations 
Thursday to give developing 
lands m assive food and 
economic aid to head off the 
crisis. 
“If a number of countries 
are to avoid 
widespread 
human disaster, special 
arrangem ents will have to 
be made to provide them 
with 
large-scale 
financial 
help for their imports and 
with greatly increased food 
aid,” Boerma said. 
He told a news conference 
the developing countries will 
need “between 8 and 12 


million tons of grain in the 
critical period ahead of us.” 
Boerma hailed President 
Ford’s recent decision to 
halt $500 million in grain 
shipm ents to the Soviet 
Union, 
saying, 
“ We 
welcomed this because it 
means more reserves.” 
“ We 
m ust 
reserve 
something for those who are 
poor and cannot compete on 
the open m arket,” he said. 
“So it cannot be on a first- 
come, first-served basis.” 
The U.N. official said he 
would have been in favor of a 
U.S. grain loan to India 
rather than sales to the 
Soviet Union 
“because 
I 
know India needs it.” 
“In India, the grain would 
have gone to feed humans,” 
he said. “ I don’t know what 
the Russians would have 
done with it.

ATHENS, Ohio (UPI) — Jerald F. terHorst, former news 
secretary to President Ford, says the President’s decision to 
pardon Richard Nixon could prove to be a political liability. 
“People like to be led into situations slowly,” terHorst told 
an Ohio University audience Thursday. Surprises scare 
them. 
“ I don’t believe it was a prearranged deal because 
President Ford is an honorable m an.” 
TerHorst, currently a political columnist, said he resigned 
following the granting of Nixon’s pardon because, “ I think 
we should have gotten no less than we got from Agnew.” 
Former Vice President Spiro Agnew pleaded no contest to 
income tax evasion charges after he was forced from office 
last year.

DEAR POLLY - My Pet Peeve is with those seasoning 
cans that come with plastic tops from which you can pour, 
spoon or sprinkle. Often the cover is not securely placed on 
the container. When the handy lids are used the whole thing 
comes off. — APRIL. 
DEAR POLLY - I want to tell Jean how I clean a 
sandstone fireplace — a remedy I learned by trial-and-er- 
ror. Place a plastic drop cloth over the floor around the fire­ 
place and cover it with several thicknesses of newspaper. In 
a sm all pan (for easy handling) m ake a strong solution of 
w ater and that powdered big job cleaner that requires no 
rinsing and wiping dry. Hopefully you will have an old nylon 
hair brush with stiff bristles that needs replacing. Put on 
rubber gloves. With the brush start at the top and scrub a 
strip about a foot wide, all the way down, at a time. Refill 
pan with solution when needed and keep on with one strip 
after another. As the brush wears out saw off with a hack 
saw. The job can really be done very quickly and easily. 
Unless the fireplace is very dirty one brush should do the job. 
The brush handle protects your knuckles from rubbing 
against the rocks. I much prefer this to the m uriatic acid 
recom m ended by rock masons and think it does a cleaner 
job. - MRS.G.C.M. 
DEAR MRS.G.C.M. - I was interested to note you 
started at the top. I have always found that when washing 
walls, etc., it is more satisfactory to start at the bottom. 
There is less chance of streaking. — POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY - My new bedspread has to be dry cleaned 
and I do not want to use it for an extra cover. I had the problem 
of what to do with it at night. I had an old baby bed guard 
rail and found that by sliding it in at the foot of the bed the 
problem was solved. My afghan is folded across the bottom 
rail and the spread is folded over the top. 
When washing dishes I put in the required am ount of 
detergent but a small amount of w ater. As the w ater cools I 
add more hot w ater without having to drain some away or 
having to add more detergent. — DIANE. 
DEAR POLLY - Mother and I both do crewel em broidery 
and found it so hard to keep the various colors and shades of 
colors separated. Now I put notches on the two opposite long 
sides of a piece of cardboard and num bers by the notches. 
E ach yarn color is w rapped around two opposite notches 
that have the colors m arked according to the work chart. 
Now it is so easy to differentiate between the colors and 
shades.
